The Express Traffic Association | 
Wants a Standard Method 
Adopted 


The Express Traffic association of 
Canada is drawing the attention of 
ehippers to the adoption of a more} 
standard «method of shipping egEes) 
with a view to eliminating much) 
claim trouble and enabling the pro- 
duct to arrive at its destination in 
better condition. 

After conducting a series of lab- 
oratory tests of various methods of) 
packing eggs to determine whether | 
the excelsior pad commonly used was 
thick enough to prevent shifting of 
the contents of an egg case, and con- 
sequent breakage, it was found that 
the best results are obtained from 
the use of six excelsior pads to the 
case, one on top, one under top 
layer and one on bottom Breakage 
in a case packed with four pads is 
much greater than when six pads are 
usea. Loose excelsior, as ordinarily | 
used, is very unsatiefactory and the 
breakage is greater than even in the 
four pad case. 

Since the manufacturers of the ex-| 
celsior pads have been increasing the 


thickness of them. egg = shipment 
losses are being reduced to a mini- 
mum and with many shippers has 


been practically eliminated. 

There are still many shippers who 
adhere to old practices, Quite a

Overland First Car to Cross Rocky 
Mountains Over All-Canadian Route 


VANCOUVER—Completing the 
thrilling, and at times Caiseoieibe 
ath-finding run from Edmonton to 
Jancouver, the Edmonton Auto- 
mobile Club Overland car piloted by 
C. W. Niemeyer, and Frank Silver- 
thorne, rolled into Vancouver, the 
men exhausted, but happy. They 
described their journey as one of 
marvellous ramp: 4 and remarkably 
hard work, but they said they had 
opened the pathway to Edmonton, 
and that the expenditure now of a 
comparatively small amount would 
make it a permanent and pleasant 
trail. They encountered muskeg, 
burned bridges, rock slides, grizzly 
bears, railroad trains, windstorms 
and furious rains, but they came 
along with only three blowouts, and 
those caused by rail spikes. 
+ Leaving Edmonton, the Overland, 
equipped with the famous Triplex 
eprings, proceeded westward. It 
had a heavy load, but never once did 
the sturdy car cause any trouble 
during the entire grinding trip. 
The car weighed 1,800 pounds, 
carried two to four men, and was 
outfitted with picks and shovels, 
axes, hammers, four twelve-foot 
ten-inch planks and several shorter 
pieces, a complete set of tools and 
spare parts; two spare tires and a 
spare wheel; fifty gticas of gasoline 
and five gallons of oil. They made 


the entire run on forty-one gallons 
of gas and six quarts of oil, and came 
every foot of the way on their own 
wheels, via deserted railroad grade, 
active railways, toge roads, and 
Pacific highway, demonstrating once 
again the wonderful economy of the 
OVerland Four. 


Through Yellowhead Pass 


From Edmonton they proceeded 
through the Yellowhead Pass trail, 
taking the abandoned G.T.P. rail- 
way grade near the mountains and 
following it to Jasper, where they 
picked up Baldy Robb, a well known 
mountain guide, who was with thein 
through the trip. At Jasper they 
took to the steel railway and bumped 
the ties to Luceine, resuming the 
abandoned grade one mile west of 
that point and following it to Red 
Pass. They then took steel to Tete 
Jaune Cache and the old tote road, 
thence to Alfreda, steel to Blue 
River and Avola, tote road to 
Lytton, steel and tote road to Hope 
and the Yale road to Vancouver. 
You can imagine what a tremendous 
strain this was on the units of the 
car. Yet througheut the entire 
trip the motor ran smoothly and 
powerfully. The all steel body 
stood up exceptionally well and the 
motor remained cool and quiet 
under the worst travel conditions. 


The motoristic Alexander 
Mackenzies arrived in Vancouver 
with blistered hands and sore mus- 
cles, even though they started out in 
good shape. They brushed and built 
miles of road, constructed 36 bridges, 
some of which were good enough to 
be called permanent structures, 
killed a 14-foot grizzly bear with a 
803 rifle, and took 200 pictures of 
the wild life of the trail, Rocky 
Mountain sheep, deer, birds and 
each other. They drove their car 
on the railroads around curves and 
along precipices where the variation 
of a hair would have thrown them 
hundreds of feet to death. The car 
wheels straddled the rails the outer 
whee! being on the outer edge of the 
ties. The ties in many instances 
were projecting out over a yawning 
space which fell straight to the 
roaring river hundreds of feet below. 
At one point where erosion had 
worn away a tote road for some 
hundreds of feet, they went down to 
the river and leaded a trail through 
the water around a rock point and 
then back to the road. At another 
they found a rock as large as a house 
right in front and they had to cut 
their way around through shale. 


Thrilling Experiences 


One section was a mass of fallen 
timber, due to a great windstorm 


thatcamedownonthem, This was 
near Tete Jaune Cache, They cut 
their way through, Everywhere 
they went they left a passable trail 
behind them 

There was one near accident, they 
say. They do not speak of the fly 
climbing stunts going round the 
precipice curves on a railway grade 
us a near accident. They were 
proceeding on the steel toward a 
tunnel and had not been notified of 
an eXtra train It came belching 
out just before they reached the 
entrance, ‘The driver swung off and 
against a pile of rocks, bending an 
axle, jarring his friend, but permit- 
ting the train free passage. 

At Victoria, Mr. Niemeyer was 
presented by the Victoria Auto- 
mobile Club with a gold medal! for 
having been the first man to drive a 
car from Alberta to the Pacific 
Coast over an all-Canadian route,
